Brines have shown that a certain coal 
dust from Utah with nearly 15 per 
cent of moisture \%lll cxplodo with a 
rise In presaure fur greater than chat 
obtained on exploding somu

coal dusts of West Virginia contain- 
ing less than 1 per cent ot nrt(jii?ture. 
The water in the Utah coal does not 
appear to make" it fa.ifo. That, at 
least, is the testimony of experiments 
on a laboratory scale. 


In the Utah coal mentioned there la 


much volai He matter, but in that 
from "West Virginia fur leas, and the 
grc.it quantity of bituminous mattei 
in the first coal appears to overcome 
the 
immunity 
from 
inflammation 


•which might otherwise result from 
the presence of uncombined mois- 
ture. 
But all immature coals contain not 


only much water, but also much vo- 
latile matter, yo It ib not safe to sutr- 
«est that immature coals arc safe: 
and on the other hund, there is abun- 
dant evidence 
that 
while 
mature 


coals are not easily Inilamrmible in 
laboratory experiments and do not 
generate hiffh pressures, yet in ac-tu.ii 
teats, when dusts are detonated, the 
clusts from such mature coal can pm- 
cluco most disastrous effects; for be- 
ing able to generate the maximum 
heat, they assure the greatest possible 
expansion and the highest pressures. 


The safety of Montana COA! mines 


from explosions has buen ascribed to 
the presence of moisture In the coal, 
and it la true that the water content 
of the samples of coal that hav** been 
invePtiKELted is hltfh, white inflamma- 
bility is abnormally low. 
But while 


the moisture is possibly a cause it is 
not the sole reason for^the s^afety oC 
the dust. 
Apparently its nonliabil- 


ity is not an impoiUint cause cither, 
for even when ground fine for in- 
flammability tests the dust senerates 
little pressure on i nil animation by an 
electric current. 


The two Montana dusts tested by 


the Bureau of Mines were reason inly 
low in ash. and there ia not a hint 
of the reason why they should be MJ 
resistant 
to 
Inflammation. 
I'ntil 


moro is known and until the value »jf 
the tests of Inflammation as a true 
index of Gxplostbillty is proved, ex- 
perts are inclined to admit they <!o 
not know why one dust explodes w.th 
ease and violence and another dust 
-with difliculty and without energy. 


As further evidence of the explosl- 


blllty of substances containing: mois- 
ture It may be added that no difficulty 
haa been found in exploding- tho dusts 
of grain, by intention or by accident. 
These dust all appear to cotltain from 
6 to 10 per cent of moisture, and 
some a"*rfO as much as 16 per cent of 
ash. 
But these Impurities do not 


prevent such dusts from the sudden, 
propagation of flame.
